Crandall Loses Appeal 


In Superior Court 


Harrisburg, June 30 (AP>—The 


state superior court filed a decision 
today upholding the conviction of 
George E. Crandall, York county 
osteopath, on charges of operating 
a private hospital and private nurs- 
ing home without a state permit and 
with practicing medicine without a 
license. 


Crandall appealed from the con- 


viction in the York County court. 
He was arrested in March, 1940. in 
connection with the operation of a 
health school near York. 


The decision written by Judge 


Chester H. Rhodes directed that 
Crandall appear for sentencing. 


He was given a 60-day sentence in 


the lower court, but it was stayed 
pending appeal.

Milk Supply Cut Off 


Utica, N. Y.. June 30 (AP)—The 


Dairy Farmers Union set machinery 
in motion today for a milk holiday 
as its 11 a. m. (BSD deadline passed 
without response from dealers to 
their demands for a uniform price of 
$3 per hundredweight (47 quarts). 


In a move designed to cut the flow 


of four million quarts of milk daily 
into New York City by more than 
one half, the estimated 23,000 union 
members in New York, Vermont and 
Pennsylvania nave been instructed 
to hold milk on their farms begin- 
ning tomorrow morning. 


Picket lines win be thrown around 


more than 400 plants in the New 
York milk shed, the union said.

the most important Jobs in the 
British war machine.

day; Dedication Of 


Site To Follow 


The official route of the parade on 


Wednesday afternoon preceding the 
dedication of the site for the $200,000 
General James Longstreet equestrian 
memorial on the Gettysburg battle- 
field was outlined at a conference 
this morning in the offices of J. Wal- 
ter Coleman, battlefield superintend- 
ent, in the post office building. 


Trie procession will form on Springs 


avenue and intersecting streets with 
;he head of the column at the inter- 
section of Chambersburg street and 
Springs and Buford avenue;—Tite- 
column will move promptly at 1 
o'clock, Standard Time. 


The column will be preceded by 


the marshals and colors. 


Then will follow Lieut. Col. E. W. 


Timberlake and his 71st Coast Artil- 
ery. This is an anti-aircraft unit of 
1,700 officers and men and more than 
350 motor vehicles. 


Musical Organizations Included 
Then will come the contingent 


from the Carlisle Medical barracks, 
comprising about 300. men; the 
United Spanish War Veterans with 
about 300 men; the American Le- 
non, and the Sons of the Legion 
drum and bugle corps.

The Rome radio said German 


motorized forces had occupied 
Minsk.

An hour and a half after he was thrown 


from his bicycle when it was struck by the 
car of Marshall T. Walters, 25, 149 East Mid- 
dle street, about two miles north of here on 
the Biglerville road, Charles Dick, 44, Get- 
tysburg R. 2, died in the War-' 
ner Hospital from a crushed 
chest, a broken pelvis, a 
broken right arm, head in- 
juries and shock. The acci- 
dent occurred about 10:45 o'clock 
Saturday evening. 


Private James A. Rose, who in- 


vestigated, said that after hitting 
the bicycle the Walters car con- 
tinued a swerving course to the left, 
striking the right side of the on- 
coming car of W. R. Hammers, 38, 
Gardners R. 2, ran off the left side 
of the highway where it struck two 
trees, veered around toward the 
highway and turned over on its 
side. 


Did Not See Bicycle 


Private Rose said that Walters 


told him he had not noticed the bi- 
cycle until he was about 10 feet 
fiuui 11. He faued llie lights •of the 
approaching Hammers car. Walters 
estimated his own speed at between 
55 and 60 miles an hour, the officer 
reported. When he saw the 'cycle, 
ne attempted to avoid it by swerving 
to the left, Walters said. 


Dick was riding toward Gettys- 


burg on the right side of the high- 
way and Walters was traveling in the 
same direction. Police said Dick's 
bicycle was equipped with a rear re- 
flector but no lights. The impact 
of the collision threw Dick against 
the end of a bridge abutment which 
was broken by the force of the 
man's body. Both Dick and his bi- 
cycle came to rest in the gutter along 
the small bridge. 


Treated At Hospital 


Both Walters and his companion, 


Robert Sharrah, Arendtsville, were 
injured and were brought to the 
Warner Hospital for treatment. 
Later they were discharged. The 
driver had cuts on the right arm 
and hand and abrasions of the right 
thigh. Sharrah suffered multiple 
lacerations of the face, a cut on 
the left hand and abrasions of the 
knees. Walters was driving to his 
home here from Biglerville where 
he is employed at a service station. 


Hammers was riding alone in his 


car and was not hurt. The Ham- 
mers car was considerably dam- 
aged, while the Walters machine 
was nearly demolished. 


Walters and Sharrah, were brought 


to the hospital by P. H. Baugher. 
Biglerville R. 1, while Richard L. 
Swope, Gettysburg, brought Mr. 
Dick here. 


Born In Gettysburg 


The deceased was born in Gettys- 


burg, a son of the late John F. and 
Maggie (Topper) Dick. He was a 
member of St. Francis Xavier Cath- 
olic Church and had been employed 
as a farmer by Eddie Toddes.

Month all a-smife showing two in a 


JAMES BLOCKS 
ADJOURNMENT 
WITH LITTLE WPA 


Sunday Night Confer- 


ence Brings Agree- 


ment On Plans 


[By the Associated Press] 


Harrisburg, June 30 (AP)—A new 


obstacle to speedy adjournment of 
the Legislature, now entering its 
seventh'month, has developed due 
to refusal of Democratic Assembly 
leaders to agree to Governor James' 
proposal to establish a "little WPA" 
for those on relief. 


The new impasse was reached at 


a conference last night in the ex- 
ecutive mansion at which the Gov- 
ernor said he and the Republican 
and Democratic legislative leaders 
had practically agreed on a solution 
to the budgetary deadlock which to 
date had been the main stumbling 
block to adjournment. 


Takes Stand for "Little WPA" 
"We asked the Governor if our 


agreement was contingent on the 
little WPA, and he said it was," said 
Senator Harry Shapiro, the Demo- 
cratic floor leader in the Senate, 
after the conference. 


"Then I told him,: 'Then the 


agreement is all off' and that's how 
it stands," Shapiro explained. 


James departed for Boston to at- 


tend the National Conference of 
Governors. He will be gone until 
Thursday. No date for a continu- 
ance of the meetings with the Leg- 
islature's key men was set. 


However, before leaving, the Gov- 


ernor said: 


"My office is open at all times. If 


my ideas are not accepted, I'm wil- 
ling to listen to any modifications 
but there ought to be some suitable 
substitute proposed. We've made 
considerable progress 
(on budget 


items); let's move on to these other 
problems." 
Democrats Disagree With. Governor 


The Democrats have been in dis- 


agreement 
principally 
with the 


Governor's $542,000,000 budget for 
the current two-year fiscal period 
which began June 1. 


They forced James to take over, 


at least temporarily, 12 county men- 
tal hospitals which he said would 
cost 
$11,000,000. 
The 
tentative 


agreement all but completed at last 
night's meeting would have given 
the Governor his point on the hos- 
pitals—providing only for taking 
over the two Allegheny county in- 
stitutions at Mayview and Wodd- 
ville at present. 


Legislation to postpone the trans- 


fer of the other 10 until December 
31, 1942, or at the latest, February 
1, 1943, was to have been passed by 
the Democrats before adjournment. 
The Democrats also were to nave 
given up their plan to cut a mfll 
from the personal property and 
bank shares taxes under terms of 
the agreement under consideration. 


"I'm still hopeful that we won't 


haw to start again from scratch," 
James said. "Those other matters 
have been largely settled; I don't 
think we'll have to go into them 
again." 


Wfll Not Adjourn July 15 


Achterman said the results of the 


conference last night prompted him 
to "apologize for saying we would 
adjourn by July 15," a date he had 
been suggesting all session. 


The Governor explained that un- 


der his WPA plan, the state would 
contribute 25 per cent of the cost 
of a local project if the community 
used relief labor. He emphasized 
projects would not be started "sim- 
ply to employ people" but as neces- 
sary local improvements "that the 
community would do anyway, such 
as putting in sewer systems." 


"The federal government is abol- 


ishing the WPA in Pennsylvania, 
why should the state revive it?" 
Shapiro asked.

EARLY CALL FOR 
TOMORROW'S 
REGISTRANTS 


Big Percentage Of 


750,000 Will Go 


To Colors 
• 


[By the Associated Press] 


Washington, June 30—The Army 


probably will call up about 50,000 
selective service trainees a month 
during the last half of this year, 
and a big percentage of them will 
come from the ranks of the 750,000 
men of 21 who must register tomor- 
row. 


Selective service headquarters, it 


was learned today, has worked out 
a system of interspersing the new- 
est registrants in the list of those 
who enrolled last October. 


The effect will be to make many 


of tomorrow's young registrants 
quickly available for military serv- 
ice—a welcome result to the Army 
high command which regards men 
just turned 21 as ideal soldiering 
material. 


Additional-Year Unlikely 


Meanwhile selectees already in 


training received a good official in- 
dication that their tour of service 
would not be extended beyond the 
year fixed by law. 


The temporary White House at 


Hyde Park, N. Y., released an ex- 
ecutive order by President Roose- 
velt yesterday, which fixed 900,000 
as the number of trainees to be in- 
ducted into the land forces in the 
fiscal year which starts tomorrow. 
The number is the statutory maxi- 
mum. 


New Trainees to Replace Old 
William D. Hassett, the Presi- 


dent's secretary, -said that the Army 
would call on the selective service 
manpower pool for, new trainees as 
those now in service finished their 
year's duty. 


Asked whether this was "absolute 


evidence" that men now serving 
would be released when they finish 
their year, Hassett replied with an 
unqualified "yes." Afterward he 
added he was not a military lawyer. 


In Washington officials estimated 


the number 01 traineesTo De in^ 
ducted in the last six months of 
1941 on the basis of two considera- 
tions. The first was that only 650,- 
000 men of the 900,000 allowed were 
now in service. The second was the 
high command's plans for expand- 
ing the size of the Army beyond the 
1,500,000 goal previously fixed. 


Congress has been asked-for 152,- 


000 additional men for the air corps 
and related services and General 
George C. Marshall, chief of staff, 
said last week that at least another 
100,000 men would be needed, chiefly 
because so many have been dis- 
patched to hemisphere bases.

side of Germany, and to land troops 
by sea at Viipuri were repulsed. 


Viipuri is on the Gulf of Fin- 


land, only 74 miles by railroad, 
from Leningrad, Russia's second 
largest city. 


The Soviet war bulletin abo as- 


serted that the Red army still was 
holding against violent attacks rang- 
ing from Murmansk, on the Barents 
Sea, to the vicinity of Minsk and 
on south through the Luck-Lwow 
gateway to the great wheatfields of 
the Ukraine. 


In this region, between Luck and 


Lwow, a flaming battle of 4,000 Ger- 
man and Soviet tanks raged, into its 
fifth day with the Nazi-juggernaut 
seeking to break through to the 
Ukraine capital of Kiev, 250 miles 
eastward. 


The Berlin radio announced the 


occupation of Luck, 100 miles north- 
west of Lwow, but this could not be 
confirmed. The radio, in a news 
broadcast 
in 
Spanish, 
further 


claimed that Nazi troops had oc- 
cupied Minsk. A German spokes- 
man, however, said there was no 
confirmation. 


The spokesman said Minsk, 20 


miles inside the old Russian fron- 
tier, was seriously menaced by Ger- 
man armored divisions and that 
Nazi motorized units had seized 
control of the head of the Minsk- 
Moscow motor highway. 


West of Minsk, in the Btalystock 


sector of old Poland, the Germans 
declared two Soviet armies were 
trapped. Military sources in Vichy 
heard the two armies 
numbered 


400,000 men, but they gave them a 
chance to break through. 


By contrast, Russian military dis- 


patches asserted that advance Ger- 
man Panzer forces in the~Mffisk 
area had been trapped by Soviet 
counter-attacks. 


The Russians conceded that Ger- 


man columns had penetrated into 
Lithuania a third of the way to 
Leningrad and across Poland al- 
most a third of the way to Moscow.

ed in the farm bill. 


Senator Adams (D.-Colo) chair- 


man, said he would call the relief 
bill conference committee into ses- 
sion sometime today. He expressed

reached. 
Most Pass Both Before Midnight 
Senator Byrnes (D- 8. C.), acting 


•majority leader, said he was confi- 
dent of final approval for both 
measures before midnight. As a pre- 
cautionary step, however, • he pre- 
pared resolutions permitting the 
Agriculture Department and the Re- 
lief 
Administration to continue 


spending at their present rate until 
such time as the bills pass.- 


Congress also had still, to vote 


funds for its own operation and to 
act on a $1,055,000,000 appropriation 
to meet deficiencies in various de- 
partments and agencies. The $24,- 
567,000 legislative appropriation was 
pending, before the senate, where 
passage was regarded merely as a 
matter of routine.

In Mein Kampf, he forsees ultimate 
collapse of what he calls "the Jew­ 
ish dominion in Russia’’

within a hundred miles of Gettys- 
burg their first opportunity to visit 
the trainees since they joined up, 
and to participate in the ceremonies i The probable situation states that 


since June 22 frequent attacks by 
hostile heavy and light bombard- 
ment aviation have been made in 
Gettysburg and the supply depots in 
this vicinity. Up to the time of the 
arrival of the 71st no anti-aircraft 
artillery has been in this area. 


Enemy air attacks are being car- 


ried out by heavy bombardment 
planes traveling at about 250 miles 
an hour and light bombardment 
aviation that supports the heavier 
planes by attacking the anti-air- 
craft gun installations and by using 
100-pound bombs to destroy supplies 
and, set fires. 


The solution of that situation fur- 


nished the problem for Saturday'! 
maneuvers. Guns and lights were 
placed and camouflaged and con- 
tact was made with an imaginary 
ammunition supply depot in Get- 
tysburg. Both the 3-inch and 37 
mm. anti-aircraft guns were placed 
as well as .30-cal. and 50-cal. ma- 
chine guns which are to be used on 
low-flying planes. 


The 37 mm. guns which were 


placed within the outer circle cover- 
ed by the larger weapons fire 120 
rounds per minute and have an ef- 
fective range of 3,000 yards and can 
fire effectively at elevations up to 
85 degrees. The gun itself weighs 
5,000 pounds. It fires a projectile 
weighing 1.3 pounds and requires 
about two minutes to be placed in 
action. The effective range of the 
three-inch guns is 10,000 yards. 


Saturday night the guns were set 


up along the Lincoln Highway about 
a mile east and west of town and 
south of here near the National 
Cemetery.
